RECOMMENDATION 

Some  customers  would  like  a  little  advise  or 
sug^estiou  as  to  what  plants  to  use  or  order  from 
the  Nursery,  and  we  wish  to  provide  for  this. 

For  example — there  are  quite  a  number  of  var¬ 
ieties,  especially  amou^  the  evergreen  ^roup,  that 
are  new  and  desirable  for  small  places  or  gardens 
and  if  the  selection  is  left  largely  in  our  hands  we 
are  confident  the  result  will  be  much  more  satis¬ 
factory.  Evergreens  of  small  size  should  be  used  in 
all  instances  where  immediate  effects  are  not  im¬ 
perative. 

Again  in  orders  out  of  the  State  the  red  tape  of  in¬ 
spection  and  even  entire  prohibition  often  makes  for 
provoking  delay  and  even  cancellation,  so  that  we 
have  to  be  careful  even  of  our  promises,  as  changes 
’in  these  laws  and  regulations  occur  every  season 
and  have  to  be  recognized  accordingly. 

We  particularly  aim  at  a  hardy  selection  of 
pleasing  variety.
